My purpose in doing a recital is to show/expose the accordion in 
different lights than what people are ordinarily accustomed to as 
well as to show both its versatility as a solo instrument and its 
flexibility as an ensemble instrument. I believe that the program 
which I have chosen does this. 


Curriculum Vitae with Time Bomb: In this Piece Lukas Foss writes 
of his childhood. He pits the percussionist against the accordion- 
ist. The piece opens with each Player taking their turn in what 
can almost be called a ‘practice’ session. Although the piece is 
fairly free, rhythmic imitation is abundant, and this heightens to 
a point of 2 simultaneous cadenzas which are in counterpoint with 
each other. This leads directly into a passage which quotes 
humerous 'themes of the past’ - undoubtedly a recollection of 
Mr. Foss’ childhood days. Throughout the piece one gets the 
feeling that the accordionist is constantly ‘interrupting’ and 


‘mocking’ the percussionist, and this inevitably leads to the 
"time bomb'! 


Technos is a work by Tim Sullivan which embodies instruments of 
Similar colour (three winds - yes, the accordion is a wind 
instrument, and one percussion). The focus of the work is to 
explore certain sonorities which set up a particular atmosphere. 
Because the instruments are of similar colour their blend is 
remarkable, yet their individual seasoning provides the composer 
with great contrapuntal possibilities. The atmospheric tension 
rises to a dream-like state, and as it began, it dissipates into 
empty space. 


In 1976 Mr. Joseph Macerollo approached Walter Buczynski with a 
specific commission. He wanted an atypical accordion piece - one 
which explores other technical aspect and possibilities of the 
accordion, not just fast fingerworks which have become So cliched 
with the instrument. The result was Sonata Belsize. This piece 
presents challenges in balance between the two manuals and indeed 
within each manual as it explores 'breathing" and control. 


Re Murray Schafer offers the following comment: "La Testa 
d*Adriana is a theatrical short piece in which a barker at a fair 
is attempting to lure crowds in to look at his side-show which, he 
claims, consists of the head of a woman which has been preserved 
by the fantastic art of legerdemain. He plays an accordion and, as 
he draws in the spectators, he whips back the curtain and we see 
the severed head of a woman on a table - no body. Little DY little 
his music brings her alive and she sings a crazy, neurotic aria, 
at the end of which she sinks back into sleep. The barker then 
pulls the curtain and departs."

He studied piano with Lubka Kolessa and composition with Istvan Anhalt. He also attended summer courses at Tanglewood and in Basle, 
Switzerland. While at McGill, Hawkins held a Woodrow Wilson Fellowship and later received a Canada Council Senior Arts Grant enabling him to 
work for one year in New York City. In 1983 he was awarded the prestigious Jules Léger Prize for new chamber music. He is currently Professor 
of Theory and Composition at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto and is a member of the Graduate Department of Music. Hawkins has 
received numerous commissions from various groups and organizations such as the CBC, New Music Concerts (Toronto), Société de Musique 
Contemporaine (Montreal), Nexus, The York Winds, Chamber Concerts Canada, the Wilson-McAllister Guitar Duo, The Atlantic Arts Trio and the 
Toronto Symphony. Hawkins' most recent work, The First Fable, a collaboration with writer Timothy Findley, was staged at the Guelph Spring 


Festival and at the duMaurier Theatre Centre in Toronto in May 1989. 


Frequent participation in productions and workshops of new Canadian operas is a result of JOHN HESS's interest in both voice and contemporary 
music. Mr. Hess serves on the faculties of the Royal Conservatory of Music and the University of Toronto and he values this opportunity to 
introduce students to the issues involved in vocal accompanying. The Academy of Singing at the Banff School of Fine Arts offers him another 
venue for this activity. Mr. Hess has just concluded his first year as Artistic Director of the chamber music series, Preview Concerts and is also a 
founding member of the recently formed eclectic chamber group, Lunar Eclipse. In addition to a Bachelor of Music in Performance degree from 
the University of Toronto, Mr. Hess has just completed a Doctor of Musical Arts at the University of Michigan.
